The destiny of San 
Francisco should be to fix here and con- 
trol the exchange and distribution of 
tha rapidly increasing trade of the Pa- 
cific islands and Asiatic trade. We hare 
already accomplished this •with the trade 
of Hawaii which we hold against the 
hostility of the East, and as our mer- 
chants realize the Japanese opportuni- 
ties \rhch have been set forth in Min- 
ister Hobbard's trade circular, we will 
do the same with the trade of that Em- 
pire. 
Bat the determination of the 


East 
as 
to 
all 
this 
trade 
is 


to make San Francisco a way station in- 
stead of a distributing point, and tbia 
policy wonld be accomplished if our 
transportation system were entirely be- 
yond local control. 


Is it in this sense that we incline to 


compel Eastern railrohd capital to ap- 
pear here, if at all, as a competitor 
rather than as an absorber of our carry- 
ing trade. The capital is not to be 
blamed for its aggressive spirit. It stands 
dutifully by its own and supports the 
interests which lie at its roots, and so 
it strives for the concentration of dis- 
tribution and exchange upon a few 
points. 


Acting upon the principles of enlight- 


ened selfishness, we should oppose ibis 
with precisely the like policy. Such a 
course is not for ourselves alone, but 
for the people who are coming to make 
homes west of the Missouri river. Utah 
Nevada and California are full of Majes- 
tic possibilities iindeveloped, and San 
Frnnciaco is the natural focus of all 
their interests.

The Silver State comments ad follows: 
One of the principles of the revivifisd 


Knownothing parly id to "reserve Amer- 
ican land for American citizens." As 
the laws at present restrict settlement 
on the public domain with u view to ac- 
quiring title to the same to American 
citizens, or those who have declared 
their intention to become such, the dec- 
laration of the American party implies 
that if that party should ba iu the as- 
cendency no alien would br permitted 
to own land in the United States. Con- 
gress at its last session, in compliance 
with petitions from labor organizations 
and others, passed an act to prohibit 
aliens from acquiring title to lands iu 
the Territories, but several papers in 
Idaho and other Territories say the set- 
tlers ore opposed to it and will probably 
petition to have it repealed, as it keeps 
oapital out of the Territories aud retards 
the development of the mining a« well 
as the agricultural 
interests of thu 


country. 


In this State there are large cattle and 


mining companies controlled by aliens. 
They invest their money in enterprises 
in which home capital could not be in- 
duced to engage, and have developed 
mines which gives employment to mimy 
people. 
Notwithstanding many million- 


aires acquired their wealth in Nevada, 
it was left to foreign capital to demon- 
strate the practicability of storing water 
when U is plentiful in the Spring for ir- 
rigating purposes, and transforming 
sagebrush plains, which, without water, 
would not support a jack rabbit to tbe 
acre, into luxuriant alfalfa fields, wbioh 
produce four or five tons to the acre. 


The 
principle enunciated by tbe 


American party would reserve that land 
in its desert state forever, unless some 
American capitalist meanwhile could be 
prevailed upon to invest money to re- 
claim it. If the American party intends 
to prevent great enterprises of thin 
character from being carried out be- 
cause foreigners will have an interest in 
the land reclaimed or the mines devel- 
oped with their money, it must not ex- 
pect to become iu the ascendency in 
States like Nevada, where capital is 
sadly needed to develop their resources.

An Altered Violation of the Menrao 


D*ctrlne in Somh America. 


YOBK, September 6th — The Com- 


mercial Advertiser's Washington special 
says: The Department of State has 
been examining into affairs existing in 
Venezuela. It is alleged that British 
subjects have been encroaching on the 
native soil ; that the encroachment has 
developed into a good size invasion, and 
large quantities of the best land belong- 
ing to Venezuela have been entered by 
the trespassers, who have cut off the ex- 
portation of several hundred thousand 
dollars' worth of valuable dye and hard 
woods which have been shipped to for- 
eign points. It was said that the colon- 
ists were well armed and equipped by 
British officers previous to the enter- 
prise. Numerous complaints have been 
made by the Venezuelan authorities, 
but they were only met with contempt- 
uous silence on the part of the British. 
With the colonists are said t6 be officers 
looking ovor the country previous to im- 
porting immigrant. 
The British au- 


thorities intimate that trouble will fol- 
low any attempt to drive the invaders 
out. 
A man-of-war is lying off the 


British Possessions awaiting orders. 


Assistant Secretary of State Porter 


said to-day: "It is clearly a case of 
violation of the Monroe Doctrine, and 
at the instigation of British officers, 
When we get all the faota we will act in 
a very decisive manner."

A TEKBIBLE FATE. 


A. Workman Crushed to Death Be- 


tween a Sank and a Car. 


SANTA ROSA, September 
5th.—An 


Italian named Balph Game met with a 
horrible accident, which resulted in 
death, at Guerne & Murphy's logging 
camp, near Gaernevillo, on Sunday. 
According to the most accurate reports 
received, Gurrie, with a number 
his fellow countrymen, was standing 
upon an empty flatcar, which was mov- 
ing slowly through a narrow defile be- 
tween two tall and steep baaks. At the 
narrowest point in the pass, he at- 
tempted to spring upon the bank, which 
was scarcely eight inches from the side 
of the oar, but he slipped and fell. The 
space being to narrow too permit of the 
passe ge of his body his legs were caughi 
below the knees between tbe bank anc 
the side of the car, the movement o: 
which caused his body to maintain 
whirling motion at a velocity propor- 
tionate with the speed of th'e cat. His 
body in its rapid revolnltions reeemblec 
a ponderous auger as it sank lower into 
the jaws of a crushing and mangling 
death. His companions were powerless 
to relieve him from his agony. As the 
auger-like motion continued it appeared 
as if the internal organs were being 
crowded upward and must find an 
outlet. Every drop of blood seemec

and neck, the veins swelling in great 
knots, the flesh discoloring to a dark 
blue and the eyes on the point of burst- 
ing from their sockets. As the wider 
and firmer parts of his body near the 
shoulders came in contact with the oar 
it acted like a wedge and actually stop- 
ped the ponderous engine of death. 
His mangled and tortured body was ex- 
tricated with great difficulty, brought to 
this city on the afternoon train and 
taken to the County Hospital, where he 
died soon after. 
Deceased was aged 34 


years.

Should a roving spark 


light on much of the inflammable ma- 
terial that is lying around loose, or drop 
on some of ths tinder-boxee which com- 
pose ao large a portion of the town, 
backed by one of these fierce gales 
Esno would soon be laid in ashes 
There is no organization that could do 
effective work. With the two magnifi- 
cent steam and one hand engine, the 
residents would soon be made homeless 
The provisions we have against fire 
without being manned, would be power- 
less; the magnificent structures being 
erected would soon yield to the flames 
the gatherings of a life-time would be 
placed on the altar of an inefficient town 
government. Our City Fathers have the 
power to act in this matter, and shoulc 
do so without delay. As mutters now 
are, when the cry of fire is made, the 
hie is not to the engine house but to 
the blaze. 
Were there a small organ- 


ized pay-force, as there should be, this 
evil would be cured. Lst those who
